REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record shows or renders obvious the CVT of claim 1 , specifically, a switching 
valve having a first state in which it applies the first variator control pressure to a first 
side of the hydraulic actuator, and a second state, in which it applies the second variator 
control pressure to a second side of the hydraulic actuator, so that a chanqe in state of 
the switching valve produces a change in magnitude and direction of the actuator's 
force, the state of the switching valve being controlled by the shift valve..
